A Natleae Face Southern 
Hemisphere 


Recently we, the Altona branch of the Aus- 
tralian Labour Party received a copy of the 
pamphlet issued by the Commonwealth Director- 


ate of Civil Defence. 


This pamphlet deals with 


nuclear attack, and is to be distributed through- 


out Victoria. 


This pamphlet as issued is an 
indictment of the world Govern- 
ments at large for allowing this 
situation to develop and also for 
doing little to improve it. 

We fully believe that a nuclear- 
free zone in the Southern hemi- 
sphere is the only safeguard we 
can have from the threats of the 
nuclear-mad governments of the 
world who, thankfully, are at pre- 





sent confined to the - northern 
hemisphere. Regardless of which 
nation possesses nuclear arms, 
that nation is guilty of the most 
Idathsome of crimes, for to pos- 
sess these arme is to be prepared 
to use them against the civil popu- 
‘lation of an enemy nation. 


Most people will remember with 
horror the atrocities committed by 
.Nazi Germany in its gas chambers 










and the other horrible means by 
which it tried to exterminate the 
Jewish race. The describing term 
for what they attempted is 
“Genocide”, or murder of a race 
of people, and to possess these 
weapons of mass extermination is 
‘to. contemplate the extermination 
of an enemy nation. Of what 
use is a gun, bomb, or any other 
weapon if it ix not used? . 

Consider some facts frown the 
| pamphlet mentioned * above: 

“Using .a ten-megaton bomb as 
the strike weapon (10,000,000 
tos of T.N.T.): Froni*the point 
of impact or (G.Z., Ground Zero) 
-tofour’ miles, complete’ destruction 
of. buildings and life; from four 
to seven miles, complete destruc. 
tion of life and irreparable damage 
to buildings; from “GZ. to thir- 
teen miles, main fire zone with 
third degree burns to exposed per- 
sons (charring); from seven to 
thirteen miles, heavy to moderate 
damage to buildings, second ‘de- 
gree burns (blistering); fifteen to 
nineteen iniles, first degree burns 
(like sunburn reddening); from 
thirteen to thirty miles, moderate 
damage to buildings, some fires. 
But the most damaging of all to 


human life there is an immediate 
Gamma Radiation extending to 
thirty miles from Ground Zero.” 

This means anyone canght in 
the open at the time of the ex- 
plosion would receive a dose of 
radiation which would most: likely 
be fatal. 

I will quote some extracts from 
the original draft of the pamphlet, 
which was issued. by the Danish 
Government but were subsequently 
deleted: 

“Show consideration for society, 
think of the survivors. If you have 
not reached shelter, or if your 
evacuation convoy has got stuck 
on a blocked road, or if you, as 
a consequence of your work as 
a farmer, timber cutter, soldier, 
fisherman or” seaman, have been 
exposed to radiation, you should 
calmly get away from the public 
toad, select some place a good 
distance from inhabited areas (for 
instance, sheltesr or hospitals), 
put your identification papesr in 
an easily-accessible spot, 
stance, 2 breast pocket, or for 
women, a’ neck opening, and, be- 
fore you become ill, dizzy or be- 
wildered by anxiety or pain—in 
the interests of society as well as 
for your own sake—take the sui- 
cide pill issued by the Govern- 
ment. This pill is sugar coated 
and can be taken without water. 
You will feel absolutely no un- 
pleasantness.” 

Under these conditions to pos- 
sess or wish to possess atomic or 
fusion bombs is inviting racial 
suicide. Who, in his right mind,
